Baltimore, is in Denver on a visit to his 
brother. Vo a rejwrter Mr. McInts'Te

"I left Chili," said Mr. Mclntyre, ,'be- 
fore the acsanlt upon our sailors in the 
streets of Vali>ai'aiso, hut I saw all the 
events before that, and the things lead- 
ing up to it, and I have had frequent 
and lengOiy letters tram Ovtain Bohley 
snd other officers.
